The office of public roads of the 
lo p a rtm e n t of agriculture has been 
making experim ents on an eight-mile 
stretch of road in Virginia to dem on­ 
strate the results that may be ob­ 
tained on country earth roads by con 
tinuous work under a patrol system. 
A patrolm an was employed to furnish 
a horse, a cart and small tools, and 
he was supplied with a road drag 
built of plank and required to fur­ 
nish two horses to drag the road w hen­ 
ever it was in suitable condition for 
dragging, usually following each rain. 
T h e use of the road drag has great­ 
ly improved the daily condition of the 
road and rendered it smooth and com ­ 
fortable for travel for a greatly in­ 
creased num ber of days in bad w eath­ 
er.
